He Is Enronte to Manila. 


Mrs. Margaret Held, of Findlay 


street, has received an

letter from her son, Daniel L. Eleid, 
a private in Company K, 
Four- 


teenth regiment, United States In- 
fantry, now stationed at Manila. 


Heid's regiment had a thrilling 


experience on their trip to Manila. 
Their transport, the Morgan City, 
struck a rock near the island of In- 
oshina, on the inland sea of Japan, 
on the morning of September 2nd, 
about ten minutes of four o'clock. 
Hali-an-hour later she pulled otT, 
hut water began to pour in and she 
was headed for the beach, one mile 
distant. 
The soldiers and crew had

Nature, in- Time, Will Construct a 


Bridge From Alaska to Russia.

tant day," said Prof. W. J. McGee, the 
Government scientist. 


"If you look at any map of the world 


you will'find the bridge I speak of in- 
dicated 
by the line of the 
Aleutian 


chain, which extends from southwest- 
ern Alaska westward in a curve bear- 
ing somewhat toward the Russian is- 
lands, which, physiographically speak- 
ing, form part of the same system, is 
the southern boundary of Bering sea. 
The line of islands extends clear across 
from Alaska to the Asiatic side, with 
many gaps between, which, as I have 
stated, remain yet to be filled in before 
the bridge is finished."

he filled in?"

The best possible reasons exist for 


knowing that they,' must be filled in, 
and that the land/bridge between our 
territory and,Asia will be made com- 
plete.

In 
fact1, a gradual folding up of that part 
of the earth's crust is taking place, and

Below we print in full a very re- 


markable pronouncement against im- 
perialism from 
the 
pen of 
a well 


known Republican statesman, ex-Sen- 
ator John B. Henderson of Missouri. 
It is in the form of a letter in reply 
to an imperialist fvler.il, and is one of 
the most able and eloquent 
indict- 


ments a&ainst the un-American policy 
of the administration that has come 
under our notice for a long time: 


"In your very acceptable letter re- 


specting the Philippine war you say; 
" 'We not only Know that the Fili- 


pinos are throwing away tlieir lives in 
!i contest utterly useless for the' estab- 
lishment of the purpose their leaders 
have in view, but we Know also that 
if this purpose should 
be achieved 


they would themselves be far worse off 
than, the rule which we intend to bring 
them.' 
"I must thank you in advance for a 


• definition of what you assume to be 
the 'purpose' which the Filipinos 'have 
in view." 
They established a provis- 


ional government 
at 
Cavite in the 


summer of 189S, in the presence of our 
army and 
navy, and issued to the 


world a Declaration of Independence 
much in the manner of our forefathers 
in 1776, This proclamation of their 
'purpose' must have received not only 
the approval, but the active encourage- 
ment and aid of the American officials 
then on the islands; for the soldiers 
of this government, having been partly 
armed, by 
these officials, took their 
places as our allies at the posts of 
greatest danger, with the sole object 
seemingly of driving the Spaniards 
from their country, and maintaining 
the independence which they had thus 
proclaimed. 


"If, therefore, the Filipinos are hon- 


estly fighting for the establishment of 
a government to be administered by 
their own people, and for their own 
freedom and happiness, then 
their 
'purpose' must commend itself to you 
as to all other 
friends of liberty 
throughout the world. 
"Your second proposition is that if 
the Filipino's were able to achieve 
their ^purpose, 'they would themselves 
be far worse off than under the rule 
which we intend to bring to them.' 
! 


"I must take it for granted that you 


mean self-government for the islands 
—that you would follow the unbroken 
precedents of our political history and 
pledge to these new citizens of the re- 
public all the guarantees of the federal 
constitution. Upon their application 
you would, no doubt, promptly admit 
them as states on an equal 
footing 


with the 45 states now constituting the 
Union. 
Their population is sufficient, 


and they have sealed with blood their 
devotion to freedom on hundreds of 
IjaUlefiekls. 


"The single island of Luzon contains 


3,000,000 inhabitants, entitling it, un- 
der our present apportionment, -to 17 
or IS members of congress, and the 
two senators, as fixed by the constitu- 
tion. If it be your intention to accord 
these people the full rights of Ameri- 
can citizenship, you but follow the doc- 
trines of the fathers. 


"Congress alone is authorized to de- 


clare war, under our constitution. Con- 
gress declared one war, but that was 
asainst Spain. That war has long since 
hren flosed by treaty of peace. A war 
declared by nobody, but far greater in 
us proportions than the Spanish war, 
still noes on in its relentless career of 
blond and ruin. A whole nation of in- 
nocent people are being slaughtered, 
seemingly because their total destruc- 
tion is necr-ssary to (he enjoyment of 
their possessions — possessions whose 
orcupancy by Americans is absolutely 
forbidden by nature's God. Why this 
war began is a mystery; when it shall 
end seems to depend upon, the discre- 
tion of a nerveless president. Unless 
specially called by the executive con- 
gre-ss can not convene before next De- 
cember. 
Tn the meantime we shall 


continue to hoar but one side. 


'On that side are senseless appeals 


to false pride and brute force— as that 
I he flag, wherever planted, 'must wave 
forever.'

"From tbfise people we have con- 


cealed the records of our political his- 
tory. We hide from ourselves, and we 
hide from them, the Judicial interpre- 
tations of our own constitution, and 
tell them with brazen front that the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
constitution itself are but glittering 
generalises, intended for the 
strong 
and not for the weak. 


"Our supreme court, the authorized 
Interpreter of .our constitution, 
has 
said: 'A power in the general govern- 
ment to obtain and hold colonies and 
dependent territories, over which they 
(the congress) might legislate without 
restriction would be inconsistent with 
its own existence in its present form.' 
"In another case that court has said: 
" 'The power of congress over the 


territories is limited by the obvious 
purposes for which it was conferred, 
and those purposes are satisfied 
by 
measures which prepare the people of 
the territories to become states in the 
Union.' 


"In still another case it said: 
" 'The territories acquired by con- 
gress, whether by deed of cession from 
the original states or by treaty with a 
foreign country are held with the ob- 
ject, as soon as their population and 
condition justify it, of being admitted 
into the Union as states, upon an equal 
footing with the original states in all 
respects.' 


"In still another case it said: 
" 'The constitution was made for the 


benefit of every citizen of the United 
States, and there is no citizen, what- 
ever his condition or wherever he may 
be within the territory of the United 
States, who has not a right to its pro- 
tection.' 
"And in denning the rights of the in- 


habitants of the territories it said: 
" "The personal and civil rights of 
the inhabitants of fhe territories are 
secured to them, as to other citizens, 
by the principles of constitutional lib- 
erty, which restrain all the agencies of 
government, state and national.' 


"And 
Chief Justice Marshall, for the 
entire court, defined the term 'United 
States' as follows: 
" 'Does 
this 
term 
designate 
the 
whole or any particular portion of the 
American empire? Certainly this ques- 
tion can admit of but one answer. 
It 


is the name given to our great republic, 
which is composed of states and te'Ti- 
tories. The District of 
Columbia or 
the territory west of the Missouri is 
not less within the United States than 
Maryland or Pennsylvania.' 


"Judge Cooley, whose commentaries 


are universally accepted as conclusive 
interpretations of 
our constitutional 


law, summarizes the doctrine as fol- 
lows: 
" 'And when territory is acquired the 
right to suffer states to ' be formed 
therefrom and to receive them into the 
Union must follow, of course, not only 
because the constitution confers the 
power to admit new states without re- 
striction, but because it would be in- 
consistent with institutions 
founded 
on the fundamental idea of self-gov- 
ernment that the federal government 
should retain territory' under its im- 
perial rule and deny the people the 
customary local institutions.' 


"Are these the institutions which we 


have offered to the Philippine people? 
If so, when, where and by whom were 
they tendered? 


'a Ofl'er. 


"I admit that Admiral Dewey orig- 


inally offered them the American con- 
stitution and all its guarantees, as de- 
fined by our courts. With this promise 
they allied their fortunes with 
ours 


and fought for us with all the zeal of 
new made citizens of 
the great re- 


public. When Manilla fell, the scene 
was shifted from sea to land. 
The 


military" power was 
substituted 
for 
that of the navy. Dewey departed and 
Otis came. The president lost time in 
feeling the popular pulse. 
He first 


hesitated between withdrawal and oc- 
cupancy; then between a naval sta- 
tion and all of Luzon; then between 
the single island of Luzon and

3,200 islands of the Philippine group.
